Punk rock operates on the fundamental 
reasoning that everybody is an individual struggling with her/his own life (and beliefs) 
that is both personal and also very, very complicated for you to judge and do your 
sentencing just by looking. That's a very 'supremacist' attitude that should be alien in 
the punk scene. Before you deal with anyone, that is the main thing that you have to 
think about and thus respect. 

Putting your religious reasons beyond the individual is like being a fascist 
dictator who just want everybody to follow your ways. Well, you are NOT God. God 
is great and magnanimous but you and me all are just humans. That's why I think it is 
better to look at religious beliefs and the individual conduct under the auspices of 
religion as persona! matters which you can only like I said 'legur' and hope for the 
best.

Based on my experiences and observation, local scene is lack of communication. 

Some of my friends who are involve in zine making always complain thai the 
lack of communication is one of the main problems that they face in their work. 
Communication between readers and editors plays a vital part in zinc making. Zines, 
as a media of discussion, needs such communication to work lo the fullest. 1 have seen 
some good zincs in Malaysia (lint try to bring tip good issues lot discussion, but Hit- 
poor response from the readers has hinder their effort. 1 know, a lots of readers docs 
have their idea to be share, but to share your idea with your close and like-minded 
friends, or worst by keeping it to yourselves, is not a good act. Idea is suppose to be 
share and been discuss with others, and that is how people can hear what are you 
trying to say and they can comment, and evaluate your point of view. If they are 
willing to share it with the zine editors and other readers, it can generate the thinking 
process in the scene, thus empowering the scene itself. 

Every information in the scene is spread through communication. This is 
important, because without communication, the scene surely will be stagnant. With 
small and remote scene that we have, communication with the scene all over the world 
is important. Only with such action, our scene will develop and become stronger with 
the support and communication that we get from the worldwide network. Thankfully, 
a lot of kids who are active in the scene are doing a great work in communication. 
Through their commitment and effort in communicating with people, editors, bands, 
and distribution all around the world, we have a chance to read and listen to a lots of 
great zines, books, phamplets, demos, records, CD, etc... etc... 

To make sure our scene will develop and expanding. I would like to 
encourage local kids to communicate with the kids in the scene abroad. Don't limil 
your communication within the local scene. HC/punk is a worldwide movement and 
networks, so why limit your communication within the local scene? Even though you 
did not know any individual outside Malaysia, communication is the best way to 
starting a bridge of communication and friendship and to get connected with peoples 
outside Malaysia. Peoples outside Malaysia are always interested to know more about 
us, because lots of them never heard about Punk/HC scene in Malaysia. By 
communicating with the kids from abroad, you will know something new and exiting 
from them, and vice versa. Trade our local stuff with them, promote our scene, and

Can you imagine what will 
happen if both parties did not have the discussion? Surely the "war of words", 
backstabbing, and maybe fight may happen between them. These will not only 
effecting the people involved, but also the local scene itself. The scene will be 
divided; there will be no more unity, tolerance, understanding, and cooperation 
between people in the scene. There will only be more stupid fights, and backstabbing 
and people are just busy defending their stupid stands, ideas and ethics. The scene 
will no longer strong and it will be gone in just a couple of year (looking at the small 
scene that we have, a couple of months is enough to do the job...)

My feeling is the same 
with the peoples in Butterfinger, Novokane or Koffin Kanser. I'm proud and confident 
of my D1Y punk beliefs and ethics, so much so that my close relationship with these 
cuddly 'mainstream entities' WILL NOT change that stance. 

This is where I wanna talk about people's confidence in their beliefs. If 
you're assured, set and totally committed to your ideals and beliefs, it doesn't matter 
who you play or be friend with. It wouldn't change your perspective. In fact, contrary 
to what many people in the DIY scene think, being friend with mainstream bands will 
actually make you more aware of the things that they have to go through. The 
knowledge will usually strengthen your commitment to DIY. In turn, you'll somehow 
be able to influence them to be more 'ethical' in their own ways. 

What I'm saying here is that people who have that UNDERSTANDING, 
CONFIDENCE and CONVICTION would be happy and comfortable in any situation 
or environment, including being with mainstream entities. This is because they 
KNOW what they are doing. A lot of people who are shunning themselves away from 
and closing the doors to the 'outside' people arc the ones who tire slill scorching for 
that understanding and conviction. They arc afraid that they will be influenced to go 
against DIY. They are afraid that they will become mainstream. Well, this is what 
many of us need to work upon. Know and identify your values, hold on to them and do 
the right thing. And if you do succumb to their ways, remember that we are all 
humans. Not GOD. As long as you are honest with yourself and your understanding 
then you are doing all right in my book. 

That is the same with religious beliefs. If you're confident and really 
understand your subject matters, then you don't need to be hostile and condemn to the 
nearest hell. You will do what you must do and then give the people a chance to find 
out what you hold true by themselves, not by force, rejection or other 'power' or 
'supremacist' stance. 1 will tell you what I see around me. A lot of people claim to be 
religious NOT because they truly understand religion but because of FEAR. Fear is 
nothing but oppressive, but love and understanding is the true SECURITY. I don't 
think people should FEAR God. I think they should LOVE God. 

That is all I have to say about the issue of 'homophobia' in the scene. Of 
course it's not wrong for you to point out what you feel as 'negative' from your point 
of view. 1 respect the RIGHT or 'hak' for anybody to say what he or she wants. Islam, 
different from some other religions, take all Muslims as a big family and every each 
one of them have to take care of each other in the sense that correcting the wrongs and 
upholding the right. The process is about 'saying' or 'point out' when something is 
NOT light in the context of your beliefs. I believe that it's a very good thing to do; to 
look out for your fellow people in pointing them towards the right direction is a noble 
thing indeed BUT that's as far as what you can do. You can't be discriminatory just 
because some people are NOT as religious as you. You shouldn't oppress people in the 
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name of God! I think that's the ways of 'organized religion' NOT religion itself or 
even God's. 

As for having 'homophobic' friends, well, count me as a guilty. My parents 
are homophobic and I still love them very, very much. I would gladly die for them. 
What I'm saying is that I'm NOT going to stop hanging out with my homophobic 
friends just because they can't accept homosexuality. But I would no longer be their 
friend or be in that circle if they start beating up Homo or gays, attacking them in 
whatever ways, spouting anti-gay rhetoric and making fun of such minorities. The 
thing that I really, really abhor is racism. I don't have racist friends. Well I hope not! 
If they are around my circle, then I will tell them off and stay away. 

The same with being D1Y or sXe or whatever beliefs you have. It's NOT 
right to see yourself as a superior human beings and start taunting, look down and 
dismissing OTHER people out there. Just like these religious people who go around 
pointing their fingers at us saying, "You! Yeah, you!!! You sinners, you are going to 
hell!" well, who said you yourself (the so-called religious people) are not eligible for 
the fires in the south of heaven? Praying five times a day and adhering to the 
teachings BLINDLY will not assure you of a place in heaven. It's the understanding 
of the faith and the way you carry out that understanding that will pave the way.

"THE NEED TO FIGHT AGEISM" 

Someday each of us will be old if we live long enough. Most of us want to 
live a long life, yet our ageist culture values neither aging nor being old and 
separates people by age and generation. 

Ageism is the systematic discrimination against persons because of their 
chronological age. It permeates our thinking in subtle and unconscious ways so that 
the discrimination against elders which goes on in every one of our social 
institutions appears to be 'just the way things are' -until we name and confront il. 

Ageism has several sources. First, our society denies the reality of infirmity 
and death, especially because many of us secretly cherish a belief in our immortality. 
Infirmity threatens our national ideology of rugged independence. We isolate the 
asking and infirm to avoid acknowledging our ultimate interdependence and our own 
fears of infirmity and death. This massive denial discourages us from planning for 
our later years. Second, isolation of ciders and dismissal of their skills and wisdom is 
particularly prevalent in times of rapid social and technological change, when we 
forget that we still can learn a lot from those who have a greater reservoir of life 
experience. 

Finally, a major source of ageism in our profit-oriented system is the 
devaluing of all those who don't 'produce' --the old, the young and their caregivers. 
For instance, some elders are pushed aside before they are ready to retire on the 
assumption that, once past a certain age, we can make no significant contribution. 

Aging tends to exaggerate or deepen class differences. Wealthy elders are 
often able to maintain their economic position while low-income persons inevitably 
grow poorer if they grow ill and can't get paid work anymore. This is especially true 
for women. ..The population of older persons is overwhelming female. Some midlife 
and elder women have taken action against stereotyped media images that foster 
ageism."

For Emmaus, another crucially important idea is that the elderly have an immense 
amount to share, that we work with them, that we are them to some very real degree, 
which the elderly can still do much for themselves and for others. Many of Emmaus' 
most dedicated and effective workers are themselves "old". Part of the Million, then, 
must be one of acknowledgement and encouragement of the power and gifts of the 
elderly. Never was there a better example than Maggie Kuhn, the late founder of the 
Gray Panthers. 
"This is a new age, an age of liberation, self-determination and freedom. Winds of 
change are blowing from every corner, disturbing every system, every organization, 
every human group. None of us can escape or hide from them. Some groups have been 
unmoored, shaken, damaged by these changes. In this age, many groups are struggling 
for freedom. Their struggles are all of a piece: the non-whites against racism, the 
women struggling against the domination of man and sexism, the young and old 
struggling against ageism, the developing nations struggling U.S. imperialism and Pax 
Americana. 

All of these struggles are linked in the worldwide struggle for a new humanity. 
Together they have the potential of a new community-based social justice system of 
human compassion and selfhood. Old people have a large stake in the new communit) 
- in helping to create it and extend it. The winds of change are impelling and 
empowering. They can free us or destroy us 
As a liberated spirit we can shake off our old hang-ups, heal ourselves of the brain 
damage that society has done to our heads, free our society and ourselves from some 
social fictions about getting old and being old. 
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Old age is a disease that nobody will admit to having. 
Old age is a disengagement from responsibility. 

It often begins with forced retirement, a shock that some people never get over 
since they equate it with retirement from life. 

Old age is mindless. Time for play and naps, when the mind stops functioning 
and regresses to senility, relieved only by bingo and soap operas. 
Old age is sexless, with denial of our ow n sexuality. 

To free ourselves from these myths, we need to find and affirm wholly new images 
of ourselves and take entirely new roles--new to Western society. We need to 
counter the old dehumanizing images of old age with new ones that enable us to be 
comfortable with our bodies. We need to continue to grow, learn, and keep our 
minds and spirits vibrant as long as we live."

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"I have to start the thing that have started". It was start back in the middle 
of 1997 when I came back From gig, which was in Kuantan. It was a kind of 'swear' 
that I have to started a band. 1 asked Boy at first, after found him seriously involves 
in the scene. Without confuses, he agreed and believed that the time has come. 

Then we met Fitri and offered him to join us. Actually he had a band at that 
times, which consists Ijoy on bass and Sallch on guitar. I seldom found them 
jammed without any permanent vocalist and without any original tune (they'd 
some).

welfare for several generations, 20 to 30 years. U.S. has 268 or so million 
people. We have 10% of the world's population but we consume 40% of the 
world's resources. So, even our poor are not starving to death by any means. 
Well, in 1995 or so we had 14 million people on welfare. Then in 1996 the 
federal government, who pays for welfare with taxes, passed the welfare 
reform act. Now there are about 7 million people on welfare because many 
have found jobs. One reason is because our economy has been the strongest 
in the world (not a boast, just reporting the news) in the 90's so there are 
more jobs in the 90's for the groups that used to have high unemployment 
such as teenagers, black males, ghetto residents, the handicapped (SSI or 
social security is another huge distribution of money, blind crippled and 
other people in similar situation get monthly money from U.S government 
for much or all of their lives) are now getting more jobs. The new law say if 
you arc on welfare and can physically work you need to have a job by 2 
years, or you go off welfare and no one can he on wcllaic ovci S years. 
However, 20% of those on welfare arc, for some reason, considered to he so 
hardcore in their poverty that they do not have to get off after 5 years. Much 
of the welfare problem is unmarried women where the lather has abandoned 
his responsibility to the child or children so the state pays instead. Thus, the 
federal and local governments are trying by spending millions to track down 
these dads and have them pay the child support they are supposed to. Many 
more people have kids now without getting married, maybe 1/2 or less. 1 
million girls ages 10 to 18 (usually not that young, maybe age 13) in USA 
have a baby each year and 75% of the daddies are 1-8 to 26 even though that 
is satetory rape, it is illegal for an adult to have sex with a minor (those 
people under the age 1 8). 

So, you see only 14 or now 7 million out of 268 million are getting paid. We 
won Id include millions more (8?) getting SSI money. 

There is unemployment insurance if a person is fired or laid off but it is 
about 1/2 the workers normal wages and ends after 2 years or less. The years 
of the unemployed living on the dole for a lifetime is quickly coming to an 
end, except for those mysterious 20%.

The short interview with Chris of BCT Records 
below is the continuation from Make Your Own Zine and 
it was send by Rasyidin of KontrABrawl Distribution. 
Even though that this interview was short, you still can 
read/get some information about living in the USA. 

RASYIDIN: How much is the price of (he cheapest house in USA? 

CHRIS: It varies in different regions. Hawaii is always the most expensive than 
California. Cheapest region and poorest overall is Georgia, Mississippi 
region. The U.S can be seen in several main sections since it is very large 
country say compared to Japan or France. Northwest, Southwest, Midwest 
of Chicago region then lowers Midwest of Kansas and Nebraska region, 
Texas/Louisiana/Oklahoma, the South and the Northeast. And Alaska is 
huge and separate. 

Average price of home in southern California is now $200,000. To buy a 
one bedroom home in the ghetto (every major city has one!) it's probably 
$120,000. A person can go to Pennsylvania and buy a bigger home with 
more land, maybe 1 or 2 acres for $200,000 but then, of course they are no 
longer living in wonderful California. 

RASYIDIN: How much is the average salary? 

CHRIS: Middle class average income is considered to be about $40,000 to $50,000 
probably (annually). Again, it depends a bit on what part of the country a 
person lives in. 

RASYIDIN: Which state is the poorest? 

CHRIS: Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi, Arkansas, Oklahoma have always been the 
poorest. California (6 lh largest country in a world economically if it wasn't 
a stale). New York. Texas and Illinois or Pennsylvania are the richest. 

RASYIDIN: Tell us about the dole? 

CHRIS: Welfare (the dole) was invented after the great Depression from about 
1927 or so to WWII in 1939 or so. Then there was no welfare. It was 
invented to help widows and orphans and the temporarily poor. Instead it 
got much bigger than that and many families from the 1950's and onward, 
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This section was created to generate discussion about rape. We in Sadis 
believe that lot of kids in the scene didn't care much about problems that 
happened around them, especially outside the scene, for example, RAPE. We 
hope that by creating such section, wc can manage to generate the awareness 
among the kids in the scene and hopefully we can make them to start something 
positive to overcome such issue/problem. If you have anything to share about the 
topic, you can send your opinion to us.

INCE ST RAPE

I would like to discuss about incest rape. Incest rape can be defined as the act 
of rape between the victim and her immediate family members such as her 
grandfather, father, stepfather, brother or other male close relatives. There arc a few 
cases that happen in our society but although the cases a few, if the steps are not been 
taken to prevent it, maybe it can be spread in a larger number of cases. Some people 
will assume that house is safest place to live rather than at the outside parameters of 
the house itself, but lately we might think that the statement is false. A number of 
incest rape do occurred in the victim's home which prevent public especially the 
victim's nearest neighbor actually knowing that the cases do happens in their own 
community. In this column I would like to discuss a little deeper on this issue, how it's 
happens in our so-called civilized society and the step that must be taken as a 
prevention measure. 

In the Malay Historical Literature manual, several stories of sexual 
misconduct between the immediate family have been happened in the Sultanate of 
Pasai. First case was when a king called Raja Ahmad who want to marry his own 
daughters because of their prettiness, but Raja Ahmad's desire has been stopped by his 
own son named Tun Beraim who successfully saving his two sisters from being 
molested by his father.

The incest- rape cases doesn't have it ending point as long as the structure 
of the society not been change. We will refer to this two incest rape cases. First, it's 
involved a rubber taper named Ahmad Osman, allegedly raping his 9 years old 
daughter. At the hearing, he said that "as a father who give born to his daughter, he 
have a power and right to do anything to his daughter". The inhuman behavior, 
which leads to the cruelty action, is his own personal matter, but what we afraid are 
the reason he gave. What happened if 100 man called father confess the same 
words? 1 think we reach the end ofthe world!!! Incest rape doesn't count the level of 
society, it may happen in lower class society and it also may happen in high-class 
society. The second case was involved the wealthy businessman who rape his 13 
years old daughter. Although he and his daughter live with his wife, and technically 
the victim 's mother, the father is successfully hide all the things for almost 2 years, 
until one day the wife found a condom inside her daughter's room. During the 
investigation, the girl said that his father had blackmailed and forces her to not 
telling anybody about the rape. Can you imagine what a 13 years old girl can do 
towards 52 years old woman. This is the consequence when putting bad intense 
sexual desire away from your rationale thinking. Either we are conscious or not, 
human kind had throw away their lucid thought and practice a discrimination 
culture, and then it will leads to a reason which permit man as the protector of the 
female to oppress them. This cataclysm of the culture based on discrimination has 
indirectly have doctrinising that woman are weak, lower status, doesn't have self - 
confident, always not fighting back and their status at par as a slave. That's why the 
mother of incest - rape whatever the circumstances are obviously shut their mouth 
off while their husband raping their daughter.

The research also found that those incest rape 
victims will assume incest as a terrible things, painful and depressing". Of course the 
victim will have a perpetual trauma. Who should be blame? 

In our Malay society, sexuality is still a taboo issue. I think people 
especially parents should be more open to this matter. Don't be ashamed to talk 
about sex because it will benefit their daughter and together we can prevent incest - 
rape. In the most ofthe cases the victims doesn't assume that the action is unlawful,

INFEKCJA 
released an EP and split EP with SO WAR and two tapes. 

DIGUSTING LIES is a very fast crustpunk band with two 7" released, 
"Rich Man, Poor Man"(on Malarie) and a split 7" with Japanese FACT (on MCR 
from Japan), and a demo tape. Their full length LP will be out soon from Malarie. 

MILITARY FLY is now 100% drug free band playing very original 
mixture of emo rock and HC. They released "Quod Dicis Domine" 7" in DIY way 
and two tapes-last one called "MF isn't For Mother Fucker" on SXE label Youth 
Culture. One of their members is a co-editor of the longest Polish SXE fanzine, 
"Reality". 

ROTTWEILLER as mid tempo HC/punk band with a 7" and 2 tapes 

released. 

MONEY DRUG is extremal crusty punk band. They're really good. 
Furious crust with two harsh vocals will break your head. They've split 7" with 
Finnish Wind Of Pain and live tape. 

GROSSMEMBER are extremal grind/noise band and they've split 7" with 
Slovakian Onany Boys and couple of tapes. They've songs on one of French 
compilation CD. Their new split 7" is out now. 
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RAPE, SEX VIOLENCE OR WHATEVER, ITS STILL

"What you fear most, Bcdah?!" 

"I've have never been free from the fear of rape", Bedah said to me. 

I agreed with her. Rape is forcing sex by using violence, which limits the 
freedom of womyn and actually makes them depending more on men. As we can see, 
womyn faces the possibility of rapes whenever she is disobeying the rule mostly made 
by man. E.g.: walking alone at night, wearing sexy clothes etc. And if she is really 
being raped, womyn will made to be responsible for the rape because of the reason she 
'asking' for the rape. While the man almost escape the charge made to them. Most of 
us will simply put the hatred, blame & ignorant attitude to the rape victim rnlhcr than 
to sec why this male - dominance scxtinl nssmilt happened!!! 

What most of us have in our mind about rape? 

We are forces to believe from our young age that men are sexual active, 
while wommin are more passive in sexual activities. As it is said, as men can't control 
their desires so wommin are thought that she must be responsible in any sexual 
accouter. This is what we have been trained to believe, sexual act means domination, 
man over wimmin. So the act of an aggressive male forcing himself over a womyn is 
consider natural (normal heterosexual relationship). And that is why rape is legally 
defined as a sexual intercourse by a male with a female, without the womyn's consent 
and effected by force, intimidation or duress as the nature of the act. For me, rape is an 
illegal sex by a man who has no rights over the womyn. What we can say here is that, 
for most of us, the violence in sexual intercourse is consider natural and permissible,' 
but sexual relations with a womyn who is not one's property is not. From this on, the 
rape laws are not to protect womyn but to protect womyn's property value for men. If 
we still construed sex as dirty & violent act involving male - dominance over a female, 
rape will always remain a common occurrence. Our society encourages rape as they 
force us to believe that it is 'natural - normal' thing that sexual relations involve 
aggressiveness on the part of male and display dominance over female. 

To end this rape culture, EVERYONE must learn about the rape culture. To 
see that relationship between the sexes involves sharing & equality. Let womyn take 
charge of their own lives!!! Stop male - dominance and slop being the part of this 
problem!!! 
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- DEALING WITH RAPE: 

Tor pre and post victim, possible rapist and third party.

Rape: to force someone to have sex, especially by using violence. \ The crime of 
forcing someone to have se.x, especially by using violence. | Sudden unnecessary 
destruction, especially of the environment. 

Lots of peoples misinterpreted rape as a forced sex done by man on 
woman. Well that's definitely wrong. Rape is a forced sex, so it could be done by 
man on woman, woman on man or even between man on man and woman on 
woman. But since nearly 90% rape cases were done by man on woman, it is 
appropriate for us to examine how we could deal with this crime. When dealing with 
rape, the most important measure should be taken is to accept the fact that all women 
is a potential rape victims. By being aware to this fact, it may reduce the possibility 
to fall into the hand of the rapist, but still it does not mean that you can prevent rape 
from happen to you. 

PREPARING YOURSELF TO HE RAPE: 

Psychological preparedness might be very much helpful enough for both 
pre and post rape symptom. A woman must first, accept the fact that she is a 
potential rape victim. It may happen to me. Many women get use with the illusion 
that it will never happen to them, thus leaving the necessary protective measures of 
reducing the risk of being rape. Try to learn on rape prevention tactics, and the best 
is to get involve with community rape prevention and counseling. The more you 
learn about rape, the more you are prepared if it may happen to you. Rape can 
happen anywhere, even in your own house. Think of your safety first. When you are 
alone at home make sure that you lock your doors and windows. Do not open the 
door after a knock. Identify the person first, ask his name and refuse entrance if you 
feel uneasy. It is your house. When you are out on the street, be aware and observant 
on things around you. If you feel suspicious that someone is following you, go to the 
nearest house or store, where there arc other peoples. When you are going out, the 
best thing is to walk with friends, rapist usually operate alone, and even if they are in 
group, it is unlikely that they might assault more than a victim at a time. Do not 
hitchhike. Some peoples might be generous and kind enough to give you a lift, but 
some other might ask for a little payback. Lots of rape that occurs is 'acquaintance 
rapes', which mean the rapist and victim, know one another. If you are going out for 
a date, make sure you informed your family or friends on who you are going out 
with and where. The best way is to introduce to your family who your partner is. 
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with bands from Baltic countries. They planned their new recordings but it seems 
they're very lazy, so I don't know if they'll able to make something new.

7 GODZ1N SNU are well known from their "anti-PC" and funny " I'm 
Older-than-all-of-you" attitude. Thy're plying simple HC punk and they have one CD- 
split with SKTC and one demo tape. Their singer run one of the biggest and older DIY 
labels and mail order Enigmatic Records. 

SWIAT CZAROWN1C is a much reggae-punk band, very melodic. They 
released "Hokka - Hey" CD. Their new records out soon on Pasazer Records. 
Member of A LA INS playing here. 

TOXIC BONKERS mixing furious crust with death metal and they are really 
powerful. 2 of their members played in HOMOMILITIA in times HOMO'S LP. T hey 
released CD in Italy's well-known label SOA Records called "If The Dead Could 
Talk" and split 7" with UHURU. 

PIEK.LO KOBIET describes themselves as "feminist drunk punks" band but 
I don't think that they are real feminists or anarchists. 2 girl and 2 boys are involved in 
this band and they released "Wyzwolenie Mezczyzn Wyzwoleniem Kobiet" 10", "Pro- 
life Jest Religijna Ofiara Na Oltarzu Wojny" EP and one demo tape, their music is 
simple crust with female vocals. They have very good lyrics, sadly but they're not 
living like they're singing. It's very controversial band because of their hypocrite 
attitude. They're not true!!! They're also putting out controversial zine called 
"Wiedzma". I don't care about them at all 

AWAKE is our new school SXE band with really good sound. Their music I 
can compromise with bands like STRAIN. If you 're into SXE7HC, check their full 
length CD and their demo tape. After long time of silences they back again with 
shows. 

HEROINA is very melodic, poppy punk with female vocals. They released 
CD and demo tape. One of them played in one old punk band PROWOKACJA (84- 
87). 

BARRICADES played midtempo political HC/punk; they changed their style 
into more metallic sound. They released "The Same Anguish" LP on German's label 
and 2 demo tapes. 

SUNRISE is our Vegan SXE bands playing metal SXE bands. Th ey have 
one CD and one demo tape. Their new 10'Vmcd will be released on Sober Mind 
Records from Belgium. 
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should definitely cheek them. They're really good!!! SCH1ZMA released 4 records 
(split with SKTC, "Micjskie Depresje", "Pod Naciskiem" & "Unity 2000"), 2 7"s 
and a couple of tapes. Their new CD "Unity 2000" released on STC Recs. just 
rock!!! Lyrics mostly about HC scene, unity of the scene etc. Unfortunately, they're 
into violent dancing 'thing'... 

EWA BRA UN has members of others Polish bands like Guernica y Luno 
and GO-REACH. They're playing very original and interesting music with many 
"Discord" influences and experimental stuff. They released 3 records, split 7" with 
GUERNICA Y LUNO and some tapes. 

SILNA WOLA is very crusty punk band in vein of SELFISH, HIATUS, 
anyway much more powerful and with strong female vocals. Their lyrics touching 
typical topics, but is it something wrong? SILNA WOLA released "Chaos" 
1 0"(MaIarie), 2 7"s - "Silna Wola"(on Malarie) and "Zero Tolerancji..." (on Insane 
Society from Czech). Their latest release is CD with 1 1 their recordings, released on 
Nikt Nic Nic Wie. One of their songs appeared on comp. LP on Six Weeks Recs. 
from USA. Guitarist of this band is an editor "bf "Bunkier" zine. 

S.K.T.C started in late 80's, they were due of the few Polish bands playing 
faster with more raw sound than typical old Polish punk bands. In early 90's they 
released famous demo tape, personally my favorite released of this band. 
Unfortunately their later records aren't so good compared with their demo tape. Their 
other releases arc "Pochodnia" LP and split CD with 7 GODZIN SNU. 

CZARNOBYL ZDRO.I is very experimental, progressive punk band. It's 
hard to me to describe them. They have 2 records and one tape on Qqryq Production. 
Their video clip was on high commercial TV shows. 

FATE is definitely not my cup of tea, very melodic, sweet with tons of 
reggae/ska parts with male & female singers. I've heard that female singer left the 
band. Some of the lyrics are good but some aren't (kinda religious). Released 2 
records and many tapes. 

INKW1ZYCJA back again after few years of silences. They were best band 
around in early 90's, very critical towards Chatolic Church and their power, their 
lyrics are great, music was hard and sometimes very fast, sometimes slow! They 
released their fust DIY records in Poland (" NA Wlasne Podobienstwo."LP) new 7" 
is called "Slowo". Some of their members played in First Polish SXE band U.O.M. 

1 IOMOMILITIA is the most recognized abroad, and they are important to 
Polish scene. 'They were the first band in Poland singing about homophobia and 
sexism. Fast and raw punk with influences like NAUSEA, RIPCHORD, etc, with 
singers of both sexes and simple but good lyrics. They toured across Europe many 
times, as well as Poland. 'They have a couple of releases- "Twoje Cialo Twoj 
Wybor" LP. split LP with Finnish FORCA MACABRA, split EP with Japanese 
DISCLOSE and 2 live tapes and one song on comp. "Let Them Eat Butterflies" 7" 
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WHEN YOU ARE BEING ASSAULT: 

Do not panic. The best way to resist is to use your common sense. Remember 
you are not there to fight the attacker, but to divert him and run away from him. If the 
attacker is arm with weapon, be calm. Do not show your fear to him, it will not create 
any sympathy but will only going to make his work easier. Convince the person to put 
the weapon down. Show your sympathy, not begging his sympathy! Try to understand 
him and talk to him politely, make the attacker see you as an individual not an object 
of desire. If the attacker is unarmed, you might scare, distract or fight him to make 
your escape. But remember, fight only to escape. Scream for help that might attract 
other peoples. Be observant, so that you could identify the attacker well and collect 
enough data on him. Report the incident immediately to the police. 

IF YOU HAVE BEEN RAPED: 

Well, it really hurts to accept the fact but sometime, you just can't evade il. 
At least you have try to. Report the crime immediately to the police. Lots of rape 
victims took bath after been raped, it is a psychological act that victims normally feel 
dirty after been touched and exploited by rapist. Well you can't take bath. Cleaning 
yourself after been raped will only destroy the evidence and other clues that might be 
found on your body. The best way is not to change your clothing, or at least put it 
somewhere safe, in plastic bag for example and seal it. Flave a medical exam and 
internal gynecological done by trained medic under police supervision. The immediate 
the better, delay in time might destroy evidence, and do not urinate until you have 
been examined. Co-operate with the medic, only you and the rapist know what had

really happen so it will depend on how much you are willing to tell. Informed them on 
what act have been committed on you by the attacker, let the medic take the semen 
smears for further investigation. Have test on venereal diseases and other sexually 
transmitted diseases, also on pregnancy later, if it is relevant. Do not disturb the scene 
of the assault. Informed police on everything that you know and remember, especially 
the data of the attacker, what the person said and how and anything unusual about the 
person. Show the police any internal or external bruises or injuries, even minor. Do not 
hesitate to give your clothes to the police, it might help to crack the case. Last but not 
least, stay calm and relax. It is very hard to accept but you have to remember that life 
goes on. 
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DO NOT FEEL GUILTY OF BEING RAPE. 

ll is the rapist that should be responsible and guilty of the incident, not you. 

MEN CAN PLAY THEIR PART TOO: 

Peoples tend to believe that rape wonClt happen if the girl was not. If she 
didn't go out with him, if she didn't stay alone, if she didn't wear that, if she didn't go 
to that place and other phrase portraying that it is her fault that such incident 
occurred. But rape is a crime involving two parties, the rapist and the victim. What if 
the rapist was not there? What if the rapist was not interested of her? Rape too can 
be prevented if men know how they can play their part in preventing rape. 

WHY SHOULD MEN CARE ABOUT SEXUAL VIOLENCE OR RAPE? 

Because the great majority of rape cases that occurs are committed by 
males, either it is directed on women or even on other men. Base from this fact, it is 
then okay to admit that all men is a possible rapist. Men also are possible victims of 
sexual violence; I myself and the other guys are not immune to sexual violence. 
Thus, like the female victim, no male survivors are safe from the stigma of being a 
rape victim, created by the mass society accusing him of being a gay and to be easily 
victimized by the perpetrators. Because all men are potential or possible rapists, 
therefore it is up to every man himself to distinguish that fact. Since majority of 
those who was raped know the rapist closely, it is hard to know which men who are 
safe, which one is not. which one can be trusted, which one can't. This end up where 
relationship involving men and women is approach with much fear and mistrust, 
intimacy or intercourse is limited with the feel of constant threat just because the fact 
that all men arc potential rapists. Men might be potential rapist, but at the same time 
too men is also likely to discover that someone close with him is a survivor of sexual 
violence (especially in in-love men and women relationship). Getting prepared to 
deal with post rape symptom; understanding it and being caring to deal with such 
situation could help in the healing process. The presence of supportive male during a 
survivor's recovery is one of the most priceless help can be attain by a woman. Rape 
is a choice men usually decided to. If a man don't want to rape, then it will not 
happen. 

WHAT MEN CAN DO: 

Change. Change the way you see women. As we are entering the next 
millenium, women are still seen as a second class human, a weak species widely 
exposed to male superiority. And for that, many men still think that women is 
wholly subjugated to them, and it is up to them to treat women according to their 
pleasure. We live in society where there are words use to describe women as weaker 
and less powerful than men. Words like 'jalang', 'betina', 'bitch', 'pussy', etc. It seems

Hello to all Malaysian readers who are interested in our scene. I'll try to give you much 
information as possible about polish bands, labels, distros, alternative places, political groups, etc. 
Unfortunately, our HC/punk, as well as anarchist movement aren 7 so radical or DIY oriented like 
some years ago. It's seems that people from our scene making more and more compromises with 
mainstream. It's very sadly thing. Anyway, we still have some caring bands, I'll write about 
everyone, choose something for yourself! Some bands, labels, groups and lines sucks in my opinion, 
some of them are wonderful. I don 7 want to write about how I feel about Polish scene loo much, 
because it's not worth of it. Who know, maybe I'm too critical... I don't know if you heard any 
Polish band from the past. Many good bands not exist anymore; some of them are sellouts. I would 
write about today's scene, but if you would like to know about older bands, just ask! 

BANDS: 

AL1ANS is probably the most popular band mound here. They had many 
tours also in other countries. They're playing very melodic punk with huge raggac and 
ska influences (it seems that this kind or music is the most popular in Poland this 
moment, many bands are playing in this style, and ALIANS are most influence for 
them). They started something like 9 years ago and some of them were very active in 
DIY scene (distributions, labels). ALIANS released 4 records ("N4ega 
Yoga'7'Gavroche", "Cala Anarchia Miesci Sie W Uliczniku"), 2 7"('Alians" & split 
releases with German's HAPPY KADAVER) and new CD "W Samo Poludnie" on 
Antena Krzyku Recs. and one demo tape and songs on comp. "Turbopunk CD I" and 
others. 

POST REGIMENT is a hext one well-known Polish band, existing a very 
long time (started in 87/88). At this moment they are playing much better, more & 
more fast with great female vocal. Even lyrics are belter! They released 3 records 
("Post Regiment","Czarzly", and "Tragiedia wg"). Post Regiment") and couple of 
tapes and songs on comp. like "All Human Rights Reserved" CD or "Pasazer # 12 
CD). Their new records has 32 ultra fast songs which are cover of older Warsaw band 
TRAGIEDIA and it's recorded with members of this band. It's available both on CD 
and vinyl format (LP on Wai Axe Recs. and Profane Existence/Skuld, and CD on 
Qqryq). 

APATIA Playing great HC from 89 and they are one of a few bands playing 
more into HC style. It was my favorite Polish band in early 90's, and they're still one 
of the best Polish bands. Apatia released 3 records ("Walka czy Apatia?", "Odejdz 
Lub Zostan", and "Apatia"), 2 7"("Punk Floid" & "5 Piosenek O Tym ,Iak 
Niszczylismy System") and 6 tapes. They're back with original line-up and they just 
rock! ! !Check them out! ! ! 

SCHIZMA is another long existed band, they're playing in much different 
style then on the early days. They're playing great moshy HC in NYI IC style with 2 
good vocals. Lyrics are in English and Polish. If you are into this kind of style, you 
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HC/punk kills today show progression in thinking. Political awareness increases 
in their mentality. Did politic play some parts in the scene? 

Bugis: IT you are in the scene, automatically you have political awareness in 
yourself. Being a part of the scene is not about music at all. It is about having the 
awareness about everything, like environment, problems of human exploitations, 
politics, etc. Keep these in mind because it's not about music. We're not musically 
minded. 

Malaysian scene is a copycat scene. We just took the whole ideas from the outside, 
especially from the west. Your opinion please. Can we build our own identity? 
Bugis: In the world, we have many bands that playing many kind/type of music. Are 
we trying to create borders among ourselves just because of music? Just imagine 
how stupid that person if he/she do that kind of thing. It's a form of class. If we 
believe in anarchy, so wc know about creating a world without borders. 

What are the criteria's of zinc that yon like? 

Bugis: 1 love political oriented zine. It must contain info about political stuffs. So we 
know how to fight back. 

What are you guys doing behind the band? 

Bugis: Others' arc studying while Bugis, Jan and Alang run own label called Toxic 
Rec. and we pretty busy with il. 

Any latest news from Penang? What's your forthcoming project? 

Bugis: Wc have many activities against McDonalds. Pepsi, Shell, etc and producing 

bands. 

Are you feel bore with this interview? Anyway, your last shout please. 
Bugis: 1 don't know man! 1 guess it's ok. Just remember boys and girls, government 
always suck whether they are democracy or communist. They all suck big time! 
Congratulation to those who hate the government and system. You're already a punk 
and you don't have to listen the music because music is nothing more than just a 
weapon. If you had this entire element, so you're in the scene. Thank you!

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like women is somehow inferior and subjugated to men, making it is easier for men to 
treat them with no respect, deny their rights and use them as an object of desire, not as 
a person. Practice a safe approach in sex. Lots of men fail to communicate properly 
before and while making sex. State what you want clearly, ask your partner and tell 
her that you want to have sex, not just by forcing her. Sex might be fun and exciting 
but sometimes some peoples don't have a mood for one. Listen to her, if she said NO 
that means NO.

IT CAN HAPPEN TO YOU TOO, OR SOMEONE C LOSE TO YOU: 

Rape is a social crime and it involves everyone in the society. Rape loo can 
happen to anyone, regardless what sex, class and background of someone. Therefore 
awareness on dealing with rape is important. Lately we have came across many local 
cases of rape, remember Audrey Melissa pathetic tragedy? Not to forget other cases 
which involve family members both as a victim and perpetrators. School children 
today go to school risking themselves for being rape. The only solution to such a crime 
is to ensure that everyone is aware of this issue. Mow to deal with rape should be teach 
and informed not only to school kids, but also adults. Some peoples tend to think that 
they should not learn on how to deal with rape because they won't be part of it. 

THAT IS WRONG. 

It is not only because some of us might be the victim and some might be the 
rapist. Rape is part of everyone, 1 and all of you, and other peoples around us are 
potential rape victims and rapists. Even if we might not fell into either of those two 
categories, we still have to be plays our part as the third party, as part of the 
community built on mutual care, respect and love.

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Interview with SECOND COMBAT 



Below is the interview with Klang's Old School pioneer, Second Combat. 
For those who still in dark about this band, Second Combat have been 
active in the scene for many years, spreading their message through 
the powerful old school music. We have known Second Combat and 
being their friends for a couple of years, so we ask them some question 
about their involvement in the scene, present and future projects, and 
life. Abira did the interview while Bin (vox) and Atok (bass) from 
Second Combat answered it. 

First worth to the readers! Please introduce yourself. 

Ein: Hello brothers and sisters! We're Second Combat (SC) and SC had been around 
since 1996. We'd involve in a few compilations from outside and inside the country. 
We'd release a rehearsal-split demo with Dash Own and a demo called Race- 
Attitude-Lics-Truth-Powcr. The history begins at 1995 when I was 17 by that time. 
There's MC/punk scene in our town. No one really give a damn about what's going 
on. By 1996, a few dedicated kids started to think about perforin a band. 1 met Rush, 
which play guitar for Pistons and Atok, which play bass. I asked them whether 
they're interested to join my band, which only consist Fird and me. We desperately 
need a line-up to play gig at Keramat in 1996. By that times we were more 
influenced by punk bands like Descendents, Pennywise, Bad Religion and Face To 
l ace. We were still dumb by that time, f inally we asked Ya'cn to play drum for us. 
The new band was form in 1996 and we did play the gig by using Pistons as our 
band's name. In the end of 1996, we decided to change our name to something 
meaningful. We try to adopt as much music as possible to fit in our new band. We 
did a lot of research and finally we decided to play old skool HC/punk by using SC 
as a band's name. Recently our 2 of our members, Fird and Ya'en left the band for 
study and we took Apai of Dash Own to play drum. So the current line-ups are Ein 
(21-vocal), Rush (22-guitar), Atok (20-bass) and Apai (21-drum). SC supposed to be 
call as a last minute struggle. For us, SECOND refer for a minute or another and 
COMBAT is a fight. You can define it as a second fight or a minute fight. There's 
two meaning and you can call it whatever you want as long as it doesn't bother 
anybody. 

How many gigs you 've play? Where's the best/worse gig you have played? 
Ein: We bad play 8 gigs as I can remember but I'm not sure. The best experienced is 
played with Blindrage in Kuantaii where it's a split show. Blindrage show their 
concern towards band like us. It's hard for us to get a playing ticket by that time and 
the whole had set for us. Thanks to them! Anyway I can't forget our first gig in 
Klang where we do it by ourselves together with other friends. That was the best 
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Jalur Gemilang had broke the World Record. Your comments. 
Bugis: Jalur Gemilang didn't break the world record because it stops several times and 
one of the reasons is because the boat had some kind of troubles. 1 think it's the sail or 
something like that in New Zealand, so it didn't break any record. The only record that 
the bastard break is Malaysian record, that's all. As you know that the bastard, Azhar 
when he landed in New Zealand, he is not only repairing the boat but he also repairs 
his dicks by hiring prostitute.

Some kids say that HC/punk 
is about society while the others kids says that the HC/punk is about individual So 
why we must think anil talk so much about the system that effects the whole 
society? Why must we said that HC/punk is personal choice and nothing to do 
with unity? 

Bugis: Refer to the 4th question, well, it goes back to the fucking systems that we're 
live in, these politician bastard who make us be like this, that's why some of us turn 
to HC/punk. It's a kind of opposing to these bastards in an ethics and anarchist way. 

As I know, von 're still studying, right? What do you guys think about government 
orders to discard University students whose supporting 'Reformation '? The reason 
is the students had taken government loan/scholarship. So they shouldn't involve 
themselves with Reformation movement... 

Bugis: Ask ourselves why do government gives the scholarship in the first place 
cause there must be a reason. The reason is simple especially to the Malays. These 
hidden agenda is designed for a long run. The same goes with the parent not to 
oppose the government by doing all these bribery. The simple-minded people will 
say that the government is good. The moneys back to the stupid people and they will 
be thankful and the government is right. You can see that in the recent election 
where they'd use the old bastards (old forks) crying on the TV. You can see like the 
BN is god or something and about involving in the Reformation things.

SC is an old skool 11C hand. Anyway, why did you choose old skool anil what's 
your opinion about old skool HC? What's your favorite old skool bands? 




Ein: My personal definition of old skool HC/punk is that it's less musical genre but 
more to philosophy of independent thinking and self-awareness, positivity and 
creativity. From this point, I guess old skool can be deline and express in many 
ways... sXe, emo, political, streetwise, etc but it's absolutely free from metal 
influences. Basically old skool is about revealing your own-thoughts, thinking and 
complain in your own way. You can't define old skool by the clothes, appearances, 
political correctness or stuff like that. Old skool is a type of music that create it own 
energy and anger. The idea of using the same formula of catchy chorus, sing along and 
mosh part in old skool is being used by many bands since these days. It's not fading 
and I think this will attract more kids involve the scene through music and lyrics 
entirely but don't forget that old skool HC comes from the continuation of punk. If 
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there were no punk, there would be no HC either. I love old skool that include 
HC/punk music and altitude, honest opinions, metals free, fast stop and go! My 
favorite bands nowadays from foreign are still Minor Threat, Los Crudos, 
ManLiftingBanner, Instead and Final Exit. Local bands I love old skool band like 
Standstill and Disaster Funhouse, and the rest are not old skool like Kind, Full

need to be ageist and prejudice to achieve unity goals. This is my rational, personal 
view about unity in my place. I don't blame you people if you call it bullshit because 
sometimes it's true. 




Racism is a disease in HC/punk scene. Do you have any idea on how to overcome 
some stupid Asian Nazi from effecting the scene? It's kinda funny to see an Asian 
wearing jacket with swastika patch. Your comments please. 

Ein: This happened a few weeks ago when I finished answering this interview. 
Recently there's one kid who claimed to be an extremist right wing fascist. We were 
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After our ears have been damage by SHOCKED not long ago, here 
comes RAVAGE from the same thrash /noiseland, Penang, to grind your 
ears sludge. They have a demo out entitled 'No More War' and a split 
with Insurrection, which we found quiet interesting and good for a band 
like Ravage. We interview them just to know more and in depth about 
the band. Questions by Abira and answers by Bugis. 

First word please!!! Brief us a little bit about yourself... 

Bugis: Now!! It's two of us here. About me Bugis, I'm good a locking person and Jan, 
he's a beautiful lads. About our band, we're started at the end of 97 and we still 
kicking ass till now and this is our current line-ups: Jan bagazz & Bugis = voice & 
agent Avon, Jan & Abazz = strings & drums + pancaragam kematian hail! Udin = 
bazzlard & secretary ofecti. 

From'No More War' demo, you're using short and straightforward lyrics, win ? 
What do you think about the bands who 're using sarcastic lyrics? 
Bugis: Well, we're comfortable using that kind of method. It's just straight to the 
point and everybody can understand it. As you know we who live in Malaysia 
sometimes our English not so perfect, so we only do what we can. 

The main objective of HC/punk community is to be a major threat to the mainstream 
society. So every DIY product should be equal with mainstream products. 1 mean in 
quality. What do you think? 

Bugis: We have to oppose to all kind of mainstream things. Yes, we can get 
competitive in some others way. For example we always sell products to the u/g 
people in very low price like our demo. Well we know how much the cost (very cheap 
I tell you) and about the quality, well we have to be realistic. We, the DIY people 
didn't have good access to release better production. We're not them (mainstream). 
We're the one who belief in the spirit of DIY. We will never complain about it. 

'Ethics over Friendship'. Are you believed in that phrase? Your comments. 
Bugis: hahahahahahaha***** i ****%%%%%$$$$$////////@! Soalan chargeass mau 
dok hariaa buang! Ok... lets' just talk about this question in Malaysian perspective. 
Ethic is important in any individual life. A person with no ethic always sucks big time. 
These guys are musical minded, supporting the system & government and always be 

selfish, never hear any opinion from others etc the day everything becomes 

nothing!!! And about our friendship, so many people are fucked up who can blame 
them all of that because of the system we're live in for 42 years of independent. 
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Some kids nowadays start to argue the existence of emo-core and metal-core. 
Seems titer were forgot about the evolution of HCfrom punk. Its kindafool to stop 
progression and make division based on sounds. What do you think? 
Ein: Frankly speaking, I don't give a damn about what they think about it. The 
existence of emo-core and metal-core shouldn't be argued. For me if the HC attitude 
is still there, they still deserve our support. Some metal bands are not HC because 
they don't talk about HC and they don't have the attitude but still listen to them. 
Relating lo the HC music is only a trend nowadays. Everyone have a different kind 
of prescription about HC if they wanted to be different. Who are you to set grade on 
standards for them? Emo-core, metal-core, grindcore, old skool HC and etc are all 
same. We all have the same goals. But don't bother HC is not for you if you want to 
be like Earth Crisis or Chubawamba. 

What's the criteria of zinc that you like/love? 

Ein: I read lots of zinc, hook and magazine. My favorite zinc from oversea is 
Heartattack. 1 think if I'm an editor, I will print my zinc like Hearattack. Zine is the 
best way to reach people to get involve in HC/punk. Lots of information about 
HC/punk can 1 get by reading a zinc. Knowledge needs to be distributed because 
without knowledge we are nothing. 

What are you doing beside the band? 

Ein: Most of us are working but Atok is still studying. I guess people like me can't 
stick in one job so long. I have to look for a new job right now because 1 had been 
sect by my employer. What a fucking world! 

Please tells us your future plan and the latest project from KCUS? 
Ein: We haven't get the date yet but we're planning to do a split with Standstill which 
had been delay so many times. I hope it will be release before April 2000. Blockage is 
planning lo release their demo soon on march and Dash Own will be out on compilation 
with other baud in Klang. 

Your last words... 

Ein: I would like to thanks Abira and the guys on Standstill, you guys who read this, 
buying our tape, goes to the gig, coming to Klang and people who know us. Thanks 
for your letters and support. Keep the faith and bye.

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aware about this and after some observation, we found out that the kid came from a 
band called Bionic Brain, which is a racist band. In their lyrics, they claimed to be a 
patriotic fascist and hate the immigrants. One day this kid had write something stupid 
to share it with us the points of Malay Pride, Malay Power. For us it's times to lake a 
standpoint. No more compromise and we gave him a little time to speak but he 
refused. He had taken a couple of our friends to follow his fascist ideologies. This 
thing became very serious. Swastika is for Aryan and this asshole proud about it. In a 
straight week we gathered in one place to show our responsibility towards this subject. 
There's no such thing like Anti-Nazi League or Anli-Fascist Action here but that 
doesn't mean we don't have to fight back. The smallest thing is making pamphlets and 
newsletter to alarm everybody about this kid and his fascist ideology. 1 don't think we 
should use violent in our first try. Firstly we tried to use words. We wanted to stop any 
kind of his activities and I would say violent is a lactic not as a principal violent is 
necessary. They will use violent so there is no point of standing around and taking 
that. You've to fight back and show them what wc arc and who they are. It's not an 




iitlcntion of Ihosc who don't assist to 
any organization leave this thing like 
that. The smallest thing can make a 
different like produce the stickers and 
pamphlets or at least voice your 
opinions. Do not tolerate with any right 
wing nationalist fascist extremist. If 
this being practice by us, you can live 
in respect and love. My last word is 
fight the Nazi, racist, fascist ideologies 
no matter how small they are and how 
good they are because the only good 
fascist is dead one. 

SC has been accused as a blind 
nationalist band because of the song 
"Thou shall not kill'. But SC has 
cleared up the problem. So, can you 
tell us what is the song is all about 
and can you share with us what is 
happen when the controversy get 
started? 



Ein: Yeah that trues! We didn't mean to spread or promote a nationalist propaganda or 
being a right wing extremist asshole. We just expressed what we had in our mind to let 
everyone know what we feel and what we thought. This song actually tell a story of a 
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young kids who struggle and fighting for their own-right, dignity of their own land 
and their peoples. It's not pointed at the common nationalist army who'd work for 
other people or other power. Since the lyric has brought a misunderstood, so we 
decided to make a statement and explanation about what we meant and of course the 
lyric had to be change too, in case lo satisfied some people. 1 heard that guy 
supported hard-line bands in his zine and it's pretty cool. Enough! We don't want to 
lead other people's life or determine others choice by show them what's right or 
wrong. They know what's the best for them. Confront, communicate, interaction and 
you will get an answer and solution. That's why we are here. 

'Human is also an animal'... do you agree with thai statement? Is it necessary for 
any animal liberation movement to take a militant action to show the public about 
their struggle? 

Ein: I think that's not a definitjon of mankind. Human comes from human, not from 
animal. The theory of Darwin is bullshit. 1 don't consider myself as an animal. It's 
mundane and I don't believe that human comes from the planet of (he ape. On the 
other hand, there's human that worst than animal's mind and behavior. For examples 
are raping, killing, beating even hating your own kind or family is related to animal's 
mind, as 1 describe it. Animal is an innocent creature and it deserves a better life like 
human. It couldn't speak and we shall speak for them. To beat people up to follow 
the idea is unnecessary. It can be show in a lot of way. In some circumstances or 
situations. I might be agreeing with direct action but not militant action towards 
people who disagree. To use direct action towards big companies where exploit or 
use animal for testing is one of the solutions if words can't stop lo against it. You 
can't beat people who wore fur and walking in front of you. That wouldn't help. Try 
to speak with ideas and never push haul to the people and maybe they'll consider it 
soon. We can't educate people's mind radically by forcing or using violent towards 
the ideas. Violent is not a solution unless we come up with a better solution. It's a 
tactic that I might call it. Make a peaceful protest in the society might open the 
public eyes. 

Some times ago we were shocked by the J.E virus. Government had taken steps to 
kill thousand of pigs to control the virus. Do you ever think that the pigs are just 
innocent victims? Who should be blamed? 

Ein: Government should lake precaution and serious prevention before things 
getting far. Government seldom looks thing easy and small. In the results show 
failure animals had to be kill. Definitely I blame this to the fucking government. In 
the other hand, the breeders also don't give a damn about their pigs. They only think 
about profit. Consumer who eat pig is rarely high, that's involve in the market of pig 
is in capitalistic. And while these all been destroyed, the breeders started to complain 
why it should killed instead of taking it away. Both sides should realize that 
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prevention is better than cure. If the government has taken the precaution from the first 
place, this wouldn't happen. The breeders are asshole because they don't care about 
what will happen next. Finally the pigs had to be killed. 

HC/punk should be an alternative to the mainstream. So every kid must have 
different thinking with the normal society. Is it wrong for the kids to support the 
Reformation movement? What's your view about our civilians who've more 
conscious on political matters? 

Atok: HC/punk kids should not support the Reformation bullshit. Reformation in other 
word is to abolish the old government to built new one. Do you want the people who 
called them as an authority and make you do what you don't have to do? For me that's 
a kind of coercion that we must follow the stupid leader. HC/punk is a reject society 
whish is so-called abnormal rationalize thinker. For me that's ok if (he civilians 
support the politic but if they worship their politicians, it's stupid. That's mean they're 
still ignorant about the political situation. In other word, many would prefer a 
revolution due to the dirly politician nativities. We're unsociable and we can Ihiuk 
wisely, so why you asking me? You can think by yourself". We don't have lo suppoil 
the politician who's wanted to bring us down. We need the stronger community lo 
make them feel threaten. 

Friendship and ethics... which come first for you if your friend is not upholding the 
ethics anymore? 

Ein: 1 might think about it first. In some situations, ethics need lo be uphold like if 
he/she is sexist, racist, nazism, homophobic, prolife and etc, 1 will not tolerate and 
cooperate with him anymore because I'm embracing my ethics. Here it's hard lo make 
peoples understand what the fuck we fighting Tor. So I don't have problem if he/she's 
not upholding the ethics. That doesn't mean I don't care about what happen in the 
scene. 1 always observe new ideas to overcome such situation. I'm not better than he is, 
so I think I don't have the right to speak for people choices. I think friendship is 
important. We need unity and solidarity to achieve something. Ethics are important to 
keep myself straight to show example to the people. I don't have problem with this 
anymore since I learned it from beginning. We are all different. 

you guys believe in diy right? Our D.I.Y community today still can't be a threat to 
the mainstream community. For me, this is caused by the lack of quality stuffs in the 
scene. As a scenester, we must try to produce a good material. Your comment. . .. 
Atok: Yes. D.I.Y or die! I'm happy and proud with our scene. You should too. If the 
major label can do it, why can't we? Those peoples who sign up with major label are 
stupid. They forgot about the social change but only play music for profit. They still 
ignore about what is HC/punk all about. That is their right but they're idiots. Smash 
capitalism!
